In a statem ent justifying the posi­ 
tion of parliament in abolishing the 
hitherto inviolable 
secrecy which 
has surrounded the 
relations 
of 
lawyer and client, doctor and pa­ 
tient, or priest anil parishioner, Sir 
William Bull, one of the leading le­ 
gal lights of the house of commons, 
s a y s : 
“The safety and defense of the 
realm override everything. 
There 
can be no question of privileges or 
customs intervening in a m atter 
essential 
to 
the 
welfare of the 
state. 
Doctors and priests are un­ 
der exactly the sam e obligations as 
lawyers, to give information to the 
competent, m ilitary authority who 
demands it. 
"Many prominent people have al­ 
ready discovered how very exten­ 
sive are the powers of the executive

laws. 
Nothing has appeared in the 
newspapers, or could appear, about 
certain occurrences, of which sen­

Have Taken Up Formation of Na­ 
tional Red Cross in Panama. 


Panam a, Feb. 6.— The formation 
of a national Red Cross for Pana­ 
ma is to he authorized under legis­ 
lation which President Valdes will 
recommend to Hie national assem ­ 
bly. 
In addition to the usual ac­ 
tivities of a Red Cross this society 
will be in effect a charity organiza­ 
tion society, or a sort of central as­ 
sociation of the various charitable 
endeavors which are now carried 
on here.
